In order that both of you may, we shall 
hope, be advised even though Mr. Page may be away on a trip, I shall 
mail a copy of this letter to each of you. 

About a week ago Kirby complained of not 
feeling well. He did no$ seem to be hungry. He complained of a head¬ 
ache and dull pain in the pit of his stomach which, when he would 
breathe deeply,seemed to travel upward to his neck. We gave him a 
laxative and used care in his diet. He was not in much pain and we 
expected each day he would be better. 

On Sunday we took him to Dr. Clyne. He examined 
Kirby and diagnosed the trouble as indigestion. ,We began on a diet of 
toast, tea and cream-of-wheat. The pain continued, no worse, but little 
better. Tuesday I took Kirby back to Dr. Clyne and he gave him a very 
thorough examination. Blood test, urine test, etc. No evidence of any 
appendix trouble and continues to diagnose the trouble as digestiva 
trouble. Dr. Clyne says Kirby is alergic and some food, or combination 
of foods causes the trouble. Dr. Clyne does not want him to be given 
laxatives but to give him enemas. 

Today Kirby has no temperature. He has a 
slight headache and the pain in his stomach continues about as it has been. 
He is coming up for lunch and we are taking his breakfast and dinner to his 
room. He seems to have no energy and prefers to set quietly, or rest 
in bed. 

I have gone into considerable detail. If s.ny past 
experiences in treatment would be helpful, please let us haar at once.. 

We shall keep you informed of any changes. We do not anticipate anything 
but improvement, but it is so unusual for Kirby to be sick that we hope for 

a quick improvement.

I regret that we have not sent a reply 
to your letter of February 18th before this time. It is, 
indeed, difficult to be able to know just what is best in the 
case of Kirby for next year. Mr. and Mrs. Harper, Mrs. Fairgrieve 
and I have given the matter considerable thought, but since your 
letter of February 18th we have not discussed the matter with Kirby 
because of the difficulty we might have in connection with the 
case of other boys, if information regarding any plans made were 
too generally known in the school# Any arrangements we make I 
would prefer to have with you in order that a precedent would not 
be established and it would not be necessary to discuss this matter 
with any other boys. 


The following plan is suggested and we hope you 
will feel free to suggest any change in plans which you feel would 
be more advantageous to you. To begin with, we feel very much as you 
do in the matter of Kirby being with you for the summer. I feel, in 
some ways, you will find Kirby more eager to enter into the discussion 
of your problems than you have found him heretofore# V/e have talked 
the matter over here and although Kirby says that he is not the kind 
of fellow who wishes to talk just for the sake of talking, yet, I feel, 
he has been making an effort to take a more active part in discussions 
here at the school. How would it be for us to plan to find sufficient 
work for Kirby to do here at the school from the close of school on 
May 12th to June 17th (five weeks) in order for him to earn his board 
and room# Then plan for him to go by bus to North Carolina until 
September 1st# He could return to the school September 1st and no 
charge would be made for the period until September 25, the opening 
of school. This would give him some extra time here at the school 
and at the same time would give you a summer together. Be doubt 
very much whether it would be wise for Kirby to bring the Chevrolet 
back with him to Tucson# We feel it would be unwise to plan any 
taxi arrangement for any of the boys# If Kirby did bring the Chevrolet, 
it would be best to have it stored for the winter and the car would 
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depreciate in value during that time and some cost would be involved in 
connection with storage* 


If a plan could be worked out whereby Kirby 
could return without the car, we feel it would be better, however, if 
his return would depend upon this matter, we could make some arrangements 
for the care, of the car during the winter* 

In regard to the amount of tuition for the coming 
year, I can assure you that we are all in sympathy with your situation and 
will make every effort for some arrangement to be made suitable to you* 

You have suggested the possibility of the fee of $800* Cou^d you 'see your 
way clear to make this $1000*2 We shall have it understood at this time that 
if the $800 is the maximum amount which you feel that you could pay that 
Kirby may return for the year on this amount* However, if it is at all 
possible for you to make it $1000, we shall appreciate it very much. This, 
of course, takes into consideration the plan for Kirby to remain at the 
school for the five weeks following the close of school and the period of 
three weeks next September, without expense to him* We shall, as we have done 
this year, provide Kirby a horse without expense to him. 

Whatever plan is worked out 5 we would prefer to have 
it understood that it is being made possible through your assistance to the 
school in the way of advertising the school as you travel about, interviewing 
prospects referred to you, etc. Kirby can be made to understand that his 
willingness to work at the school is helping to make it possible for him t o 
remain here and we should like to have it understood that next year Kirby 
will give two afternoons and all day Saturday to work at the school* However, 

I do not want Kirby to know that his tuition has been reduced to $800 or 
$1000, because it is difficult for Kirby to keep this information from his 
very close friends and others might ask to have similar concessions made in 
cases where the same need does not exist* As a matter of fact, any reduction 
made is not made because of the feeling of possible return from work done by 
the boy. Unfortunately, we do not have sufficient tasks here for boys to 
perform to make up the loss in tuition. If we had a farming project here, or 
some other similar arrangement such a plan might be worked out. 

As soon as we hear from you as to any suggestions you 
may make in the matter, we shall then be able to arrive at a definite plan 
and will talk with Kirby, after which complete details of the arrangement will 
be forwarded for your approval. 

As we receive the information in the morning papers 
regarding the supervision of the banks by the government, it reminds us of 
a certain dvening when you sat with us in Mr. Harper*s office and painted 
certain pictures of the future. y/e shall appreciate very much your idea of 
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the present status of business conditions and what you see on the horizon. 

Kirby seems to have gotten entirely over his 
little spell of illness and is quite well again. Everything is going 
along splendidly in the school.

My dear Mr. Paget 

This will acknowledge receipt of your letter 

of April 5th. 


Mr. Harper and I have felt it wise to v/rite 
you regarding Kirby* s attitude toward some requirements at the school, 
and in regard to the boy*s attitude toward his school work. 

Y/e both feel a deep sense of responsibility to you. 

You have been so helpful to the school and your sacrifice to have Kirby 
here has been so great that we feel we would be unfair if you were not 
kept fully informed of our feelings in regard to Kirby's progress. 

It has seemed to us that Kirby has not sensed the 
seriousness of making every day count in the school this year. He is 
content with doing less than his best in his academic work. The boy 
shows flashes of real ability yet, unless pretty constant pressure is 
kept on him, he follows the paths of least resistance and just gets by. 
Such work is possibly acceptable in the grades, but when a boy reaches 
the 11th and 12th grades and is about ready to step into college, he must 
begin to take these things more seriously. Unless a boy in the 11th or 
12th grades realizes the necessity for personal application, without too 
much motivation, he is soon lost in college where personal attention is 
not given the same consideration as in preparatory school. Mr. Harper is 
not at all sure that Kirby would keep up in college, if he maintained the 
attitude of the past few weeks. 

It has been our hope that Kirby might develop into a 
strong leader in the school and become increasingly more valuable to us. 
Such leadership v/ould please us very much. Y/e would be able to add more 
responsibilities until the boy might be worth enough to the school that we 
could offer him something worthwhile. Y/e have been somewhat disappointed 
in this hope. 


Some of the things mentioned may seem trivial. In them¬ 
selves they are not very important. They do reflect the attitude, however, 
and indicate negative, rather than positive qualities, and make it impossible 
to give Kirby greater responsibilities. 
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Since the school started, we have tried to guard 
against the use of improper language. fr T e have found it necessary to go 
into this matter with Kirby two or three times. In this respect we are 
jealous of the good effect a boy like Kirby could have on the group. 

In the matter of observing study periods and other 
simple similar rules, Kirby has not been as helpful to the school as the 
school deserves to have such an older boy become. During a study hour 
Kirby will be found away from his room# 

During the past week-end Kirby's attitude toward the 
observance of a very reasonable request made it necessary for us to place 
upon him some restrictions which should not be necessary at all for a boy 
whom the school is eager to develop into a position of leadership# 

The more experienced and older boys here have asked for 
permission to go in groups of three or more on overnight trips in the 
mountains without the supervision of a master. Such a desire, of course, 
can be used as a means of accomplishing many worthwhile things for the 
school. V/e felt we should grant this privilege to boys who passed certain 
difficult tests which Mr. Milne developed to indicate the boy's experience, 
ability to care for himself and his trustworthiness. Kirby, and two other 
boys, passed the tests and went last Saturday, tf/e were pleased to help 
them to accept such responsibilities. The understanding was that they were 
to tell Mr. Harper where they were going; when they were going; and what 
time they would return. The time of leaving the school was satisfactory and 
the time of return was carried out, but the destination was not reached at 
all as given to Mr. Harper and should it have been necessary to have found 
Kirby in response to an urgent call from you, we would have been unable to 
have done so for several hours. 

The boys have brought several live rattle snakes to the 
laboratory this spring. V/e have about six in the snake cage and Mr. Harper 
decided that number would be sufficient for our purposes here. A week ago 
announcement was made that no more live rattle snakes were to be brought 
in. JiCirby and the other boys brought a live rattle snake back with them# 

V/e were somewhat disappointed that Kirby would give such little consideration 
to our wishes which, of course, were given in a spirit of helpfulness and 
protection to him. 


Following our talk with Kirby,his spirit was fine. 

During the past few days he has done very much improved school work and he 
has met his appointments properly. Kirby can do the job, if he determines 
to do it, but his willingness to allow the school to keep prodding him on 
is a dangerous practice. 

There is little doubt, we feel, but that this matter can 
be worked out reasonably well. A good letter from Mrs. Page and you will, 
we feel, be of much value. Much can be accomplished during the summer 
in developing an attitude of serious application for next year, if Kirby 
is made to feel the pressure of the situation. 
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We are eager for a spirit of wholesome, enthusiastic 
cooperation rather than a dampened attitude of doggedly following 
unnecessary restrictions. 

We shall be glad to work into whatever plans will be 
most helpful to you for Kirby's trip to North Carolina. School will end 
on May 12th. We can put him to work at once. If more convenient for you 
to have him about June 1st, we shall arrange it that way. If you prefer 
to have him here until June 15th, we shall plan accordingly. 

Please be assured of our deep interest in doing what 
is best in all things for Kirby.

Dear Kirby: 

Ws arrived home last night safely about 8:30 o'clock. Mother was 
worn out and Is dead on her feet today, with head hurting her, hut 
we are hoping a few djjys rest will find her feeling much better. 

The trip was trying because Mother objected to everything and tried 
hard to be perfectly miserable all the time. Going through mountains 
she had hysterics almost and cowered back in the corner with her eyes 
closed until we reached lower ground. She lias a terrible complex, 
as you observed but we will be careful and do the bast we can for her. 
We made 471 miles yesterday, from Bay St. Louis, Mias., and stopped 
at LaGrange, Ga. the night before. Proceeded Monday afternoon from 
Slabsides to Brevard, N.C., where we spent the night, had a Bible class, 
sold some of our books, gave away a lot of tracts, spent the night with 
the Simpsons, whom we took from Houston to Brevard with us. Mother was 
placed In a hotel room as she refused to go with us, although it was a 
large 11 room house l£ miles out in the country on mountain side. 

We came via Chimney Bock and Lake Lure to Henderson. It's beautiful 
scenery and so Is Blltnore Forest. If you have not seen them, take a 
little drive when you are back at Black Mountain. 

Norma got a lot of mountain shrubbery and flowers and we will have a 
Job digging holes and planting them today. It's excessively hot all 
along the route from Black Mountain and hotter here. We slept under 
electric fan last night, most of the time and Its dripping hot today. 

Haven't any idea how we will get Mother located, but will let you know 
in a few days, as soon as something definite develops. Things pretty 
well cared for here during our absence. Now I have to get to work and 
pay some bills that accumulated while we were gone. Mother had $20.00 
in currency and some change when we left Sladsides, and she still Iras 
it. I nsver saw anybody try so hard to keep from having a good time, 
as Mother. And the worst of It, she does not want any ons else to have 
a decent time either. I wish she could cheer up and be more pleasant. 
But, ti at's part of her I guess, so ws will make the best of it. 


Hope you are well and not burning up with the heat.

Dear Friend*: 

. This letter 1* sent to the parents of our boyo for purpose of 
acquainting then with some of our policies and rule** Mease answer 
insofar as an answer is required* 

1* Spending Allowance* as you know the school carries an incidental 
account for each hoy* Against this is charged, without consulting the 
parent, necessary items of expense, such as hooks, paper, stamps, personal 
laundry, haircuts, asminitioa for rifle club, polo halls, etc* Also, the 
school will assist the hoy in the purchase of minor articles of clothing 
that are needed lansdiately* hors expensive clothing and other article*, 
such as guns. Cameras, tennis racquets, etc*, will bs purchased only when 
the consent of the parents is obtained* .An itemised statement willlbe 
nailed to the parents each month* 

After the above expenses are net, each boy ic permitted tc draw out 
if ho wiches a weekly spending allowance* ..ill you please state whnt 
amount you wish your son to have for this purpose1 As a matter of guidance, 
wo should say that the uuual allowance is in the neighborhood of one dollar 
per week* Some allow more, many of the boyo get along very nleoly on lose* 

Zf your son is below the eleventh grade, we would prefer that you do not 
Bead money in amounts to exceed two or throe dollars dlreetly to him, but 
that it bo sent through the school* In every ease pertaining to expenditures, 
we will fellow your Instructlone* 

II* Trips to Tttoson* For those who wish to go, the school provides free 
of charge two trips to town each month* A third free trip is granted those 
whose grade in oltlxenehip the preceding month was 2 or better* If addi¬ 
tional trips are necoeeary, a charge of one dollar will be made for each 
trip in excess of those mentioned above* These tripe will usually be 
provided on Saturday afternoons and will be supervised by one or more of 
the masters* The length of time the boys are permitted to remain in town 
will depend souewhat on the ape of the boy and the wiBhes of the parent* 

As a rule the maximum amount ef time win be Saturday aftornoon and early 
evening, returning to the school at 9t30 in company of on* of the masters* 
Althin certain limitations the boye will be permitted to aeeept invitations 
for partiss, dinner engagements, and the like when there is no intorferenee 
with school duties or the wishes ef the parents* However, the number ef 
parties or of dinner engagements away from the school must not exceed one 
a month* 

III* Sweets* no prefer that the parents do not send candy and other 
foodstuffs to the boys* In oossa on with other schools we are finding the 
problem ef controlling the amount of sweets the boys cot more or less 
difficult. WO have adopted the rule that the boye will not be permitted 






to keep anything to eat or drink in their room*, and we sonnet store it 
for then in the refrigerator or etoreroeft* whatever candy, cookies, or 
other eweetc nay ho sent to the hoye will be paused around to the entire 
group* In this connection we want to explain that a certain amount of 
candy will be oenred to the boys with their meals* For those who wish 
wore wo will hare on hands ot the office a supply of 5-ccnt bore of 
various kinds* The boys may purchase this in small amountp not to exceed 
15^ worth per weak* An orcrindalgencc in sweets leads to indigestion, 
tendency to colds, and many minor tile* 

IT* Smoking. Administrator* of both pnbllo and privet© schools have 
worrisd mors and secOB^lished less with this problem than with eny other 
of the many problems pertaining to discipline* To attempt to prohibit 
cracking entirely Icadc tc deception and make* necessary severe measures. 

On the other hand, to ollov the boys to smoko freely results In to© much 
smoking by those who have formed the habit and increases the number who 
smoke* While smoking must net be made a moral issue, it is certainly 
true from the standpoint of health that overlndulgsnce an the part of 
beye under 17 does considerable injury* 

With the above facto in mind we have adopted the followingt 

(a) clvery effort will be made to prevent boya from acquiring the 
habit who do not have their parento' consent te smoke* 

(b) Younger boys and boya in weakened physical condition should net 
smoke* 

(e) No smoking will be permitted on school days during class or study 
periods* 

(d) One room will be set aside as a place for the boys to smoko during 
the afternoons and evenings* smoking will be prohibited elsewhere in and 
about the building©, playgrounds rad ecrrnls* 

(o) Boys who hove the privilege of smoking may smoke when away from 
ths vicinity of the school* 

(f) Boys who hove the privilege of smoking must agree to do nothing 
whatever to influence any other boy to acquire the habit*

This book in particular is de¬ 
signed as a convenient reference-book for the general reader and for "teachers, clergymen, 
and other eduoators." But every paragraph testifies how indefatigably and successfully 
he does the job of popularization which he has set for himself; and even infrequent con¬ 
tact with the educational hinterland of American society ought to convince any one of 
the importance of that,job# 

Of course, he is no disinterested popularizer* But a crusader's description need 
not be poor description. This crusader indulges in no indiscriminate tirade; on several 
occasions he scrupulously points out that the failure of business men to pay a living 
wage is usually due is large measure to forces byond their individual control. And his 
analysis constantly serves to illustrate the general principle that significant descrip¬ 
tion often depends on a critical approach - as in his damning out-of-their-own-mouths 

Indictment of the hypocrisy of individualist^.. 

Furthermore, description is not the whole of life; things sorely need improvement. 
Toward economic improvement, Kirby Page does not contribute detailed economic analysis;

Kirby Page stated that his position -was based on reasons -Bihich were 
practically opposite from those of Vincent Nicholson. Page would insist on 
the retention of a radical economic viewpoint, such as that represented by 
J, B« Matthews, and would urge the immediate employment of a new secretary 
who would represent such a position. 

In his opinion the Fellowship is at least three fourths religiously- 
minded in its membership and J. B. Matthews' own statement that he was not _ 
interested in a religious approach to social problems disqualifies him from 
serving as a secretary. If tae time should crane when the situation in the 
membership should be reversed with three fourths of it non-religi&usly minded, 
he would, just as strongly insist on the'resignation of Kevin Sayre as a secretary. 

Furthermore, as he has travelled over the country. Page ^as found 
widespread dissatisfaction with the attitude and viewpoint of J. B. Matthews, ^ 
with such dbubts Connerning his "pacifism" that he feels it impossible for J. B. 
to continue as an effective secretary of the organization. A situation has 
developed in -the council itself which makes impossible a working basis for the 
future.

My dear Mr. and Mrs. Pages 

Enclosed you will find Kirby's card for 
the second month. We are all somewhat disappointed in 
Kirby's work this past month, as I know you will be. I 
asked Kirby to write you about it and he has agreed 
to do so. If there is anything in the letter which in¬ 
dicates any condition that we can correct, we want you to 
write us very frankly about it. 

The situation is something like this - 
We are requiring our seniors this year to do a type of 
work that will prove to us that they will make good in 
college next year. We feel that it is much better for us 
to stiffen-up a bit for the boys in the senior year, rather 
than have them go to college and fail to make good. I know 
that Kirby feels that he is working harder than he did last 
year, but even at that, he is not putting in as much time 
on his lessons as he should and not nearly as much as he 
will have to do to carry work in college. I am hoping that 
this next month will show considerable improvement. Of course, 
these are only monthly grades and are not the final grades that 
will be sent to the university. 

You raise the question about the University of 
Arizona and the necessary expenses. All of us feel that the 
University of Arizona is a good small university,and that just 
as good work can be done there as in other universities. It rates 
first class under the rating of the North Central Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools. In regard to the expenses, the tuition 
is $150 a year, plus about $35 for incidentals and fees. Residents 
of Arizona do not pay the $150. After a boy is 21, if he can establish 
a residence in Arizona, he would pay only the $35. This rule, however, 
may be changed. The other expenses are as low as any university in 
the country. Board and room may be had from $30 per month up. Other 
expenses for books, clothes, etc. depend on the individual. 
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please sign and return the card as before.
